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To  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  the  Downham  Market 
Urban  District  Council# 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1957* 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  satisfactory 
and  indeed  according  to  a recent  survey  by  the  Registrar 
General  9 East  Anglia  was  included  amongst  regions  having 
the  lowest  death  rate#  The  Birth  Rate  of  1h.8  and 
Death  Rate  of  7*8  thus  .compares  favourably  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  16#1  and  11 #5  respectively#  The 
comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar  General  is 
1#0h  for  births  and  0,36  for  deaths. 

The  number  of  live  Births  is  38  coiTrpared  with  21  for  1956. 

A measles  epidemic  broke  out  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  which  affected  severely  most  schools  in  the  District 
and  continued  up  to  the  end  of  the  summer  term#  The  disease 
was  of  a mild  nature  and  complications  unusual#  A total 
of  56  cases  were  recorded.  No  schools  were  closed  on 
this  account. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  continued  throughout 
the  year  as  and  when  supplies  of  vaccine  became  available# 
Increased  supplies  of  British  vaccine  ¥/ere  received  during 
the  summer  and  all  children  born  between  19^’7  and  1956 
could  register  for  treatment#  In  December  registrations 
included  expectant  mothers  and  children  up  to  15  years, 
general  practitioners,  hospital  and  ambulance  staff,  as 
supplies  of  American  vaccine  were  anticipated#  A total 
of,112  children  received  2 injections.  - 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  (B. C. G. Vaccine)  was  offered 
to  all  children  in  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  school, 
with  the  object  of  giving  protection  after  leaving  and 
taking  up  employment#. 

Th.e  Mass  Radiography  Unit  continues  to  operate  in 
the  District# 

During  the  month  of  September  Influenza  probably  of 
the  Asian  tj^pe,  but  of  a mild  nature  began  to  appear  in  the 
district  and  towards  the  end  of  the  month  information 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  showed 
that  from  the  increase  in  new  sickness  claims,  it  had 
reached  epidemic  proportions# 


Both  adults  and  children  were  affected^  hut  symptoms 
appeared  more  severe  in  adults.  Incidence  in  the 
schools  varied,  hut  up  to  b3%  absentees  on  this  account 
were  recorded  during  October,,  average  being  about  30% 

No  schools  were;  closed#  • 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a decline  in 
the  number  of  cases.  The  Registrar  General’s  figure 
for  deaths  from  Influenza  for  England  and  •’’/ales  during 
this  period  showed  a marked  increase# 

In  June  the  Government  opened  a campaign  directed 
against  the  danger  of  heavy  smoking  in  connection  with 
lung  cancer#  Much  has  been  aaid  and  written  on  this 
subject,  but  it  "still  remains  controversial.  However 
not  to  smoke  , or  at  least  only  in  moderation  is  advice 
which  is  good  at  all  ages  even  for  reasons  other  than 
the  fear  of  cancer  and  the  particular  efforts  should 
be  made  to  prevent  the  habit  developing  in  young  people. 
Posters  warning  the  public  against  the  danger  of  smoking 
have  been  placed  on  Council  Notice  Boards  at  the  request 
of  the  County  Council. 

Rural  areas  have  been  shovm  t a have  the  lowest  death 
rate  from' lung  cancer  and  whilst  it  must  be  agreed 
that  constitutional  factors  play  an  important  part  in 
the  incidence  of  this  disease  there  is  a school  of 
thought  which  reasons  that  tobacco  smoking  rather  than 
being  a cause  of  Cancer,  is  really  the  result. 

The  Sewage  Plant  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  Part  II 
has  received  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is 
essential  that  'the  second  part  of  the  scheme  should 
be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Council 
has  already  given  instructions  to  the  Engineer  to 
prepare  plans  and  details# 

With  the  increasing  number  of  aged  people  amongst 
the  population  the  Home  Help  Service,  as  provided  by 
the  Norfolk  County  Council,  is  proving  of  increasing 
benefit  as  it  enablesthese  old  people  to  remain  longer 
in  their  homes  thus  avoiding  the  need  for  Institutional 
care,  which  is  of  benefit  not  only  to  themselves,  but 
also  to  the  ratepayers. 


In  conclusiony  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  support,  encouragement  and  .^gpiidance  afforded 
me  hy  memhers  of  the  Council,  the^Qlerk 'and  Officers  of 
the  various  .departments  including  the  Local  Health  Office, 
during  the  period  under  review*

this  area  and  the  Urhan  District  Council  v/ere  approached 
with  the  suggestion  that  the  Downham  TOst  sewap;e  should 
he  passed  into  the  Urhan  District  Council  sewers  and 
given  treatment  at  the  Disposal  TOrks. 

Representatives  of  hoth  Councils  and  of  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  and  Great  Ouse  River  Board  met  on  the 
I8th  March  and  it  was  eventually  agreed  that  the 
Urhan  District  Council  ¥/ould  accept  the  sev/age  for 
treatment  upon  payment  of  £60,  per  annum  for  a period 
of  2 years  after  which  it  v/as  to  he  reviewed# 

It  was  reported  to  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the 
year  that  test  pumping  into  the  Council's  sewer 
was  being  carried  out* 
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
